We would face a net debt 
of two billion dollars at the end of 
the year, aside from provincial, mu- 
n&{cipal and corporation debts, and 
this did not include the enormous 
pension obligations. Our trade was 
good and if we are able to sink greo- 
graphical and sectional notions, we 
would be able to continue to make our 
exports pay off our debts. Our ex- 
ports are greater than our Imports, 
but we lie along a neighbor which 
has become a financial and commer- 
cial glant during the war, which buys 
so little from us in relation to what 
it sells that our money is at a dis- 
count of eight per cent. 

The common attitude of mind was 
that which keeps out of mind the ne- 
cessities of the dominion as a whole. 

War Obligation. 

Canada's war obligation to the sol- 
diers through war gratuities now to- 
talled $130,000,000, more than any 
country in the world. The govern- 
ment's commitments through the sol- 
diers’ land settlement now amounted 
to $25,000,000 and still growing. Ap- 
Plicants to come in under the scheme 
now totalled 29,000 of which some 9,-

‘Sergt. Coombs Is Making Fast 
Time in International Aero- 
plane Race 


25 


ALBANY, Aug. 25 Three acct- 
dents to United States flying ma- 
chines, which put the aviators out of 
the race but which did not cause any 
serious personal injury, marked the 
landings made here today in the In- 
ternational air derby between Mineola 
and Toronto. 

Captain 
made a perfect landing but apparently 
turned on some power after the ma- 
chine struck the ground, for the aero- 
plane suddenly plunged forward at 
great speed toward the edge of the 
field, which was thronged with apec- 
tators. A steep embankment was just 
behind them and over this a large 
number of persons, together with the 
machine, plunged. The aeroplane was 
wrecked, but Captain Kinley, aside 
from some minor cuts and 
Was unhurt and none of the specta- 
tors suffered any serious injuries. Col 
Claggett's machine turned turtle when 
it struck a rut, and J. D. Hill broke 
one of the wings of his machine. The 
aviation field proved far too small for 
an event of this kind. 

Coombs Going Fast. 


Sergeant Coombs, with Lieut. Hol- 
land as a passenger, reached this city 
at 4.65 and leaving for Mineola at 
6.02. Roland Rolfe followed at 6.18 
and left at 5.55, while Major Schroder 
arrived two minutes later and left at 
6.10, Officials announced that Ser- 
geant Coombs had averaged 150 miles 
an hour from Toronto to this city. 

MINEOLA, N.Y., Aug. 25, — Three 


fast aeroplanes swooped down on 
Roosevelt field here tonight, com- 
pleting the first leg of their round 


trip filght between Toronto and Min- 
eola, in the first international aerial 
derby on record, 

Sergeant Frank Coombs, a United 
States aviator, flying a D. H. 9, with 
a 400 horsepower liberty motor, was 
the first arrival, landing at 7.11 
o'clock, just 6 hours and 11 minutes 
from the time he started on the 600 
mile course at Toronto. His actual 
fiying time, however, was only three 
hours and 85 minutes, stops having 
been made at Buffalo, Syracuse and 
Albany. 

Roland Rolfe gave his time from 
start to finish ae 6 hours and 28 min- 
utes, and Major Schroder gave his as 
6 hours and 22 minutes, but neither 
announced their time in actual flight. 

Lieut. M. Holland, who flew with 
Sergt. Coombs, said that the filers had 
encountered bad weather over the 
great lakes, the wind being so strong 
and the rain so heavy that little fily- 
ing wae done at an altitude of more 
than 38,600 feet. 

“The broken machines at Albany,” 
said Lieut. Holland, “reminded one of 
an aviation graveyard. The space was 
entirely too small for the number of

RETURNED MEN 
SEEKING LAND 
MAKEUSE OF ‘Y’ 


Rooming Accommodation Given 
Cver to Soldiers in Great 
Demand 


That Edmonton continues to be a 
pivotal point for returned men who 
are looking for land, is evident at the 
Y¥.M.G.A, and the adjoining Red Tri- 
angle hut. Some time ago the Ed- 
monton “Y” adopted a policy where- 
by the rooming accommodation 
should be given over to returned sol- 
diers, because of the difficulty in se- 
curing rooms suitable for land seek- 
ing soldiers. 

By both tempovary changes and by 
permanent alterations the sleeping ac- 
commodation was extended to 108 
beds and for some months these have 
been occupied each night by returned 
soldiers. Wver since the men began 
to return from overseas the Y.M.C.A 
has given each returning man a six 
months’ free membership and there 
are over 800 such free membership 
current at the present time in the lo- 
eal “Y." 

The Red Triangle hut, which was 
built by the national council) of the 
Y¥.M.C.A. and furnished by the Red 
Cross, is one of the most comfortable 
rest roome for soldiers to be found 
anywhere, and is fully made use of 
any hour of the day and evening. 

A lunch counter has been Installed 
for the accommodation of the men, 
where eats can be secured at a mode- 
rate price. 

Following the men's meeting each 
Sunday afternoon there {fs held what 
the soolal secre‘iry calls the fellow- 
ship tea, to which any young man 
te is a stranger In the city !s in- 
vited. 


Following the meeting on Sunday} 


afternoon, which was addressed by 
Capt A. D, Reed ,a returned chap- 
lain, thirty men participated of the 
“Y's” hospitality at this pleasing func- 
tion. All but two were returned men 
and practically all of these were either 
returning from the Peace River coun- 
try, where many haye located, or on 
their way to this district to secure 
land.

EDITORIAL 


The whole of Finland is north of 
latitude 60, Petrograd, the capi- 
tal of Russia, is in latitude 60. The 
new Baltic state of Esthonia, 
southwest of Petrograd, is almost 
entirely north of latitude 58.5. 
Nearly half the total area of Euro- 

ean Ruesia and three-fourths of 
Riberia, is north of 58.5. 

Certain well understood condi- 
tions account for the temperate 
character of the more northerly 
latitudes of western Europe as 
compared with the corresponding 
latitudes in Bastern Canada. The 
warm waters of the tropics are 
projected against the British 
Islands by the Gulf Stream, The 
air warmed by these waters is 
carried inland many hundreds of 
miles. The climate is influenced 
in greater or less degree as the 
wind carries further and further 
inland. Ireland, which receivos 
the first impact of the warm wa- 
ter has very little winter, while 
in the same latitude in Russia the 
winter climate is very severe. 
Still further eastward in Siberia, 
the influence of the wind from the 
Gulf Stream is not felt at all, and 
yet the country is populous, pro- 
ductive and prosperous, under 
normal conditions. 

In the Pacifie ocean there is 
the Japanese current, the coun- 
terpart of the Gulf Stream of the 
Atlantic. It strikes the west coast

Located about 259 miles north of 
the town of Peace River, cut off from 
the outside world except for steam- 
boat servige during a few summer 
months with its interest focussed on 
the fur trade of ite own eat die- 
trict, the little post has lived its own 
life and retained ite simple customs, 
far from the stress and worry of 
greater centres The dawn of a new 
era is just ayproaching, but the tran- 
sition will be rapid 

| Aout the post are clustered the 
Hudson's Bay buildings, including a 
modern 50~barrel roller flour mill, 
steam driven and electric lighted, and 
a saw and shingle-mill; the Roman 
Catholic mission; to the east to 
English church mission; to the west- 
ern end of the flat the new post of 


the Peace River Trading company; 
and on the opposite side of the river 
at North Vermillan, Revillon’s post. 


|A few scattered farms are belng work- 
ed, the missions and Indians cultivat- 
ing some choice land Aside from 
|these only a few settlers, about half 
a dozen, are on the land. Two strik- 
ing farms, a few miles up the river, 
the Lawrence farm at Lawrence Point 
and the Jones farm at Stoney point, 
have for twenty years been producing 
all varieties of grains and vegetables. 
For over quarter of a century, wheat 
has been raised about the post, and 
the possibilities of the district have 
long since been established. 

| For 160 miles along the river from 
Carcajou to Vermilion chutes, and ex- 
ltending 256 to 30 miles on elther side, 
lies one of the most fertile plains of 
the American continent The sur- 
face is level or gently rolling, and the 
soil is a rich deep loam on a @andy 
ciay subsoil, Many hay meadows are 
found, and a small percentage of the 
surface is light muskeg. A few sandy 
‘ridges occur, usually covered with 


jack pine. Much of this area js prairie, | 


but the predominating feature ie its 
park-like nature. Bluffs and small 
clumps of poplar and birch, with 
|patches of open prairie intervening 
or extensive prairies with occasional 
small poplars scattered singly here 
and there, is the prevailing nature of 
the surface.

The final car of wo! from this asso- 
clation was shipped last Friday and 
completed a total shipment of 148,583 
pounds, as compared with 192,099 
pounds last year. 

Since the wool has been gdld 
through the association on thig co- 
‘operative basis, prices and amounts 
have advanced wonderfully, In 1915, 
the first year that the association sold 
|the wool, there were 28 contributors, 
12,788 nounds of wool, average price, 
27.27c, and the highest price paid 29a. 
| In 1916 contributors numbered 103; 
jamount, 62,270 pounds; average price, 
80.8c, and highest price, 33c. 

In 1917 contributors numberet 163, 
amount gold, 68,922 pounds; average 
nrice, 69.6c, and the highest price 
paid, 65c¢ In 1918 there were 268 
contributors, selling 102,099 p»xunds; 
average price, 60.5c; and the hirhest 
price, 68c. 

This year there were 825 contribu- 
|tors, selling the 148,583 pounds, and 
while it was anticipated that the 
prices would drop very materially, the 
rate received for the first eale of the 
medium fine clothing gives a very op- 
timistic outlook.
